NDBW YORK, May 18.—Mrs. 


Fischer, wife of the president of the South 
African envoys to the United States, ac- 
companies her husband to this country. She 
is a Scotch woman and of remarkable in- 
telligence. 

Mrs. 


governors of Missouri, Kansas and Arkan- 
sas, made through the Post-Dispatch, to 
give the Boers homes in those states in 
case of final defeat by the British. She 
expressed her thanks for the kindness of 
the people of the West, but said that the 
Boers would fight on for ultimate inde- 
pendence, and hoped to live or die in South 
Africa while defending their homes, 

‘*‘We find here such sympathy from in- 
dividuals that it makes us very happy. 
The weeks before our coming here have 
been so hard and trying that we are ap- 
preciative of joy.’’ 

Mr. and Mrs. Fischer left their home at 
liioemfontein ten days before the arrival 
of Gen. Roberts’ army there. 

Speaking of this trek, Mrs. Fischer said: 

“We put our things into warehouses In 
methodical fashion, but it was terribly hard 
and depressing to handle things which had

made my “home for nearly 30 years and vot 


know when, if ever, I should have them 
again. 

*““Many a woman in Blooemfontein went 
through tue same thing, but ve tried very 
hard to be hopeful and trust tn the time 
vehcon we should come back. We did not 
belleve that the British would wantonly 
injure our houses, but we do not like now 
to think of the changes which must always 
be made in war.”’ 

Jne of Mrs. Fischer's sons is fighting 
with the Eoer army, the other is at Cam- 
bridge, England, studyine law. 

Speaking of the war, she said that many 
stories sent out- from English sources were 
wholly false 

“It was outrageous,”’ she said, “that re- 
port which was sent out’a while ago that 
women were being enlisted Into the Boer 
army, or would be. They would vo willing- 
ly. but their services wou!d not be ac- 
cepted. The Boers are not barbarians to 
send women into war. If some few have 
‘been found it is because they were 
guised as men and thus entered the ranks. 

“It .would ‘be easier for them if they 
might fight. As it is, they stay home, 
trying to keep the great farms running, 
that the country may not be devastated, 
and it is heartbreaking work. Our farms 
cover large tracts of country, and the work 
is done by the natives, negroes, of whom

there are always many, and they are dif- 
ficult to manage. 

‘They need the management of a man 
to keep them going, but there is many a 
plucky Boer woman quite alone in her 
home looking after a force which before 
the war took all the time of her husband 
and sons. 

“Life is hard there. Our women strug- 
gle with the fortitude of heroines. ‘hey 
never despair. They are fighting for their 
homes, and right must triumph in the end. 

‘Here we want to enlist the sympathies 
of the American government. If we could 
only do that our cause would be won, for 
all Burope would follow America’s exam- 
ple. 

“We do not want America to fight; that 
eS "HOE Hecessary. A mere declaration of 
sympathy would be sufficient. to throw 
the balance of favor our way. Europe is 
afraid to be the first, but America is a 
powerful ally, whose support would bring 
others. We want the help of the Ameri- 
can woman to bring that about. We women 
of other countries hear that those .here 
are powerful. If ever their help was need- 


ed it is now, and we South African women 


are putting our faith in them.” 


Tire Boer delegates left for Washington 
this afternoon. The committee appointed by 
the citizens of Washington to escort the 
visitors to the national capitol arrived in 
New York early to-day. It is: composed of 
Senator Allen and Congressman Rabinson 
of Nebraska, Representatives Ridgeley of 
Kansas, Daly of New Jersey and Sulzer of 
New York. C. T. Bride of Washington and 
Cornelius Vanderhoff of Baltimore. After 
they had been introduced to the Boer dele- 
gates, Mr. Sulzer formally invited them ta 
Washington and Mr. Fischer made a brief 
response. 3

in this country under the auspices of the 
Boer National Relief Association, said to- 
day: 

“The envoys are not here under anybody's 


auspices. They come with credentials from 
the Transvaal and Orange Free State.”’

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CITY MUST CLEAR TRACKS 


Street Commissioner Varrelmann Says 
Company Is Not Obliged to 
Do So. 


Street Commissioner Varrelmann told the 


Post-Dispatch Friday morning that the 
city and mot the street car companies 
was responsible for keeping the streets and 
car tracks clean. 

He saki he believed the ordinance pro- 
viding that the companies shall keep their 
tracks clean under penalty of from $5 to 
$500 a day for each day that the tracks 
remained unclean did not apply to exist- 
ing conditions.

to keep their tracks free from obstruc- 
tions that get upon the tracks in the way

That's 
why I am doing all I can to keep the tracks 
clean and using the men of my department 
to do it." 

The ordinance referred to by Mr. Varre!- 
mann is section 1779 of the revised ordi- 
mances, which reads as foliows: 


Section Seventeen Hundred and Seventy-Nine. 
Streets and approaches to be kept cléan.— All street 
railroad companies in St Leute shall keep 
free from mud, enow and dust the = ap- 
roaches to their cars in use at 
ermini of the lines, whether mata 
or extensions, and at the stables and power- 
houses of the companies, and all other places 
where the cara stop, otherwise than momentarily 
to receive or discharge passengers, and shall main- 
tain clean and proper footways between the cars 
of the main line and the extension where pas- 
sengers are traneferred; and shall keep the streets 
oevupted by them between the raiis and between 
the track where there is a double track of more, 
aml for a space of twelve inches outalde of each 
rail, in clean condition by the removal of all 
exow, dust, dirt, mud and offal therefrom. The 
snow, dust, dirt, mud and offal shall be hauled 
mway by the ra@liroad companies and shall not be 
deposited on the streets. Every day upon which 
any company falls to comply with this section 
a, n ag ag offense, and the cor- 
porta , company, or t ident. superintendent 
or manager thereof, elentian. shall, ok snavietien, 
be deemed ty of a misdemeanor, and be

BRITONS PREDICT THE END OF 
THE WAR BY MAY 24. 


Contradictory Rumors of Mafeking’s 
Relief Reach London, but No Def- 
inite News Has Been 
Received. 


LONDON, May 18, 4:28 p. m.—The follow- 
ing is the text of Lord Roberts’ dispatch 
to the War Office: 

“Kroonstad, May 18.—Methuen entered 
Hoopstad yesterday unopposed. Gens. Du- 
prey and Daniels and forty men have sur- 
rendered. 

“Broadwcod occupied Lindley yesterday 
after slight opposition. Only two of our 
men were wounded. Steyn was. not there, 
and his government officials had left last 
Sumlay. 

“Hutton’s Mounted Infantry yesterday 
surprised and captured, about thirty miles 
northwest of this place, Commandant 
Botha, Field Cornet Gassen, five Johan- 
nesburg policemen and seventeen Boers. 

There were no casualties on our side.”’ 


LONDON, May 18.—The end of the war 
is anticipated by the Queen's birthday, 
May 24. 

It is stated at the War Office that no news 
as to the relief of Mafeking had been re- 
ceived up to & o'clock this morning. 

From Kroonstad comes a story, atiributed 
to excellent authority, that a peace party 
is being formed at Pretoria, while reports 
from Pretoria itself indicate discourage- 
ment at the recent reverses and the possi- 
bility of an early suing for peace. 

There is nothing to throw light on the 

mystery of Mafeking. The usual crop of 
rumors were started on the Stock Exchange 
and elsewhere, based moetiy on the fact 
that this day, May 18, is the earliest date 
on which Lord Roberts held out to Mafek. 
tng the prospects of relief. The natioral

The other 92 are scattered over practical- 
ly all the other transit company lines, al- 
thuugh no cars have been run on several 
of the north and south divisions. 

Temporarily all efforts to effect a settle- 
ment of the trouble have been abandoned 
by the company and its striking employes. 

What is stated to be the ultimatum of the 
transit company was subitted to @ mass 
meeting of the strikers at the West End 
Coliseum Thursday night, and its provisions 
were unanimously rejected. 

After the rejection a resolution Was 
passed calling upon all trades unions in the 
city to join in a general sympathy strike, 
and all Friday conferences have been in 
session looking to this end. 

At 10 o'clock a meeting was begun at 
labor headquarters at Wathalla Hail by 
President Mahon, Secretary Steinbises of 
the Bullding Trades Council, David Krey- 
ling of the Central Trades and Labor 
Union, and representatives of a large 
number of other labor organizations. At 
1 o'clock {ft was still in session, 

Prior to the beginning of this meeting 
President Mahon said tothe Post-Dispatch 
that 4 labor organizations had reported 
before 9 o'olock Friday morning that they 
were all ready to go on a general strike. 

All the presidents and secretaries of la- 
bor unions in St. Louls have been summoned 
toa general meeting to be held at Walhalla 
Hall Friday night and definite action in 
this matter is expected. 

If a general strike goes Into effect ft will 
begin Sunday, as Saturday has been decided 
upon as the last time for work in case the 
general sympathy strike becomes a fact. 
A greai labor parade will be the closing 
feature of the week.

Physicians are stationea at the wharves, 
railway stations and all outlets of the city 
to prevent the Chinese from departing and 
wl] ecoenveyances are searched. 

Chinese Consul-General Ho Yow is offer- 
ing every assistanre, sending Chinese into 
the field, and the police have sent a corps 
of interpreters and guides, wha assist the 
medicos in searching for plague cases. 

The Chinese hide the sick, as they dread 
quarantine and dying Chinese are carried 
over the roofs by their countrymen to avoid 
the health authorit‘es. 

Chalmers says: ‘‘The conditions are 
very bad, and favor spread of the disease. 
Thus far we have the plague in check.’’ 

Dr. Kellog: “I fear an epidemic. We may 
be compelled to burn the infected houses in 
Chinatown.”

“Recent: offenses: of a criminal nature 
committed by an employe of the postal ser- 
vice in Cuba who, has fled from justice 
there and taken refuge in the United States, 
make it my duty to call your attention to 
the fact that the application of the present 
extradition laws of the United States to 
such cases is in a condition of doubt and 
uncertainty which make it embarrissing to 
the department of justice to secure the 
prompt return of such offenders to the jur- 
isdiction in which the erime is ¢ommitted 
and in which they should be tried. 

“Tt Is obvious that the laws of the United 
States ought to provide a sure and prompt 
return of fugitives from justice who flee 
from Cuba and seek refuge in the United 


States. I have drafted an act which will 
make the couree of procedure in such mat- 
ters sure and certain and I respectfully ask 
that {t be considered by your cammittee and 
if fourmd expedient that it be introduced and 
passed as speedily as possible.”’

The decision of the Court of Appeals awarding the custody 
of a child to the mother in the Edwards case, which has 
been much before the public of late, will, on abstract prin- 
ciples, give general satisfaction. 

The mother is the natural guardian of the child’s person. 
No love can take the place of the mother love, which, in 
most cases, is the inspiring fact of the little one’s life. 

Nor can any other perform the duties bv a child so wel] 
as the mother. She instinctively responds to the need of her 
offspring, Which nobody else could do. All her interests are 
centered in the well-being of her children, which can by no 
possibility, in the natural course of things, be subordinated 
to other considerations. 

A child should be taken from its mother only upon com- 
pelling occasion.

In fact, I think 1 was, physically, such a 
man 4S men were originally intended to be 
before civilization and its attendant evils 
marred us. 

My nerves were as quiet and firm as 
those of an ox. My whole digestive system 
was flawless. My appetite was keen; my 
sleep natural and refreshing; my muscles 
those of a strong man in normal conditian. 

But fighting calls for abnormal strength 
and endurance, And this is what I now had 
to produce; taking care, meantime, in no 
way to injure the system I had so carefully 
wooed back to health. 

In old times, under such circumstances, I 
shauld have set to work as fohHows: 

Put myself on some diet which my train- 
er had found beneficial to other men (whose 
systems may have thrived on what might 
have wrecked mine), and worked like a 
horse all day. 

I should have played handball until my 
strength was exhausted; tossed the heavy 
medicine ball until my arms ached with the 
strain; punched the bag for a reword, and 
taken a dozen other forms of exercise that 
would have strained—or maybe snapped— 
my newly acquired health. 

All this was not in my line. Certain peo- 
ple may thrive on it, but I believe my 
course to be by far the better and less peril- 
ous. 

My plan was to increase my strength and 
endurance in @ perfectiy natural way. 

I had, ever since I began to train, car- 
ried constantly with me a grip machine, 
consisting of two cylindrical bits of wood, 
working an an elastic spring. This I held in 
one hand or the other, all the time while 
walking, resting or riding. I pressed it con- 
Stamtly, until it became a second nature to 
me to do so, and at last I did so uncon- 
siously. I thus worked the grip machine 
thousands of times a day without the slight- 
est trouble. 

This strengthened the muscles of hands, 
wrists and forearm to an incredible extent 
and without putting me to the least incon- 
venience. 

I began now to increase my gymnasium 
work. [ realized that 1 was training to 
fight a man far heavier than I, and I knew 
how much it jars and tires a man to hit 
a heavier opponent. To hit such a man 
hard frequently takes more out of one than 
to receive an almost equal number of 
blows. I studied the thing out and found 
hat, while the hitting of blows like that 
against an unyielding, massive surface, jars 
the whole body, yet the principal strain 
comes on the thighs.

, his bag was of much the same size, 
Snape and general appearance as a leather 
mail poucn. I began punching it regularly 
every other day. 

I used on it the blows I would use in 
a fight, hitting heavily and only keeping 
up this work until sl'ghtly tired, never a)- 
lowing myself to become exhausted. I grad- 
ually increased the length of time of punch- 
ing the bag as my muscles grew more and 
more accustomed to standing such violent 
work. 

At last I could punch it any number of 
rounds without fatigue or ache. 

But at first it was anything but easy. The 


exercise “caught’’ me in the legs and thighs. 


It d'dn’t bother me in the upper part of my 
body to any extent. This proved my theory 


as to the effect on the thighs of heavy hit- 


ting.

Fecond only half a length behind the winner 
and a length tn front of the Duke of Baden. 

The much touted Laureate was a despised 
fourth, three lengths behind the Duke.
